The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to disclose or reasonably teach a locking for stabilizing a fixation pin implanted in a 
fracture bone, the fixation pin having first and second portions and a bent portion 
between the first and second portions, the device comprising a sleeve having a tubular 
proximal portion and a distal portion including a channel with an open surface provided 
with a plurality of resilient catches, the proximal portions sized to receive the first portion 
of said pin; means for lockably holding the bent portion of the fixation pin.
